President Roosevelt’s letter to the 
commute* o* New York labor unions 
replying to heir request for evidence 
as to his re * - ms for calling Haywood, 
Moyer and PH tlbone “undesirable cit!

Statesm an, a morning paper. 
The 
reply has aroused no little comment. 


New York, May (I— In a letter rend 
Sunday before th© Central Federated 
union. President Roosevelt states that 
lf evidence Is subm itted to him show 
ing that there lins been a m iscarries1 
of Justice for or against Haywood ars ! 
Moyer, aw aiting trial at Boise City, 
Ida., c h a re d with the m urder of for­ 
m er Governor Stuenengerg, he will 
bring such evidence to the attention 
of the attorney general for such ac­ 
tion, lf any, as may be In the power 
of the Federal authorities to take. 
The communication was the formal 
reply of the president to the comm it­ 
tee of miners whe recently called on 
him at the white house, and request­ 
ed him to set forth In general his at­ 
titude toward the accused men and 
specifically why he had referred to 
Moyer and Haywood as "undesirable 
citizens." 
In making his report the chairm an 
John Henry, said th at the comm ittee 
had spent more than an hour with 
the president, at which tim e the m at­ 
ter In hand was thoroughly discuss­ 
ed. 
The president signified his inten­ 
tion of formally replying to the let­ 
te r which th® chairm an read. 
Fol­ 
lowing the reading there was an ani­ 
mated discussion, during 
which the 
chairm an and William Coakley, a mem­ 
ber of the committee, stoutly defend­ 
ed the attitude of the chief executive. 
It was finally voted to send a copy 
of the letter to counsel for Moyer and 
Haywood. 
In his reply, the president quotes 
at length from a letter w ritten by him 
more than a year ago to the atto r­ 
ney general, in whioh he says that 
“Our duty is (lf it should ever hap­ 
pen that we had any power in the 
m atter) to see th at exact justice is 
done thee men.”
